Trained Man 
For the Job 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
President Eisenhower obviously 
is trying 
to return 
the United 
States Supreme Court to the jur­ 
ists, and to write an end to the 
era in which it was used too often 
to reward favored political figures. 
The President’s first appointment 
was Earl Warren to be Chief Jus­ 
tice. 
Warren, three-time winner 
as governor of California, had not 
served as a judge, though he had 
a background of legal training and 
had been California’s attorney gen­ 
eral. 
He was chosen, however, for the 
immerse prestige and the breadth 
of outlook be was expected to bring 
to a court theretofore troubled by 
dissension and conflict. 
Since that time, Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er has gone to the bench for his 
appointment*. 
.<* 
Ifis second was John Marshall 
Harlan, a distinguished 
eastern 
jurist. 
Now ha has reached into the New 
Jersey Supreme Court to lift Asso­ 
ciate Justice William J. Brennan, 
Jr., to the nation’s highest court. 
In making these selections the 
President plainly sought men of 
some 
standing 
in the judicial 
world. 
He said flatly he did not 
want anyone who did not have the 
reaped of his legal colleagues. 
The Brennan appointment ii in­ 
teresting for other reasons. 
He 
if just SO years old, seevn years 
younger than the youngest plan 
now on the Supreme Court bench. 
And he is a Democrat. 
Mr. Eisenhower 
might 
easily 
have justified naming a Republi­ 
can, inasmuch as the ratio on the 
present court, including the retir­ 
ing Justice Minton, is six to three 
in favor of the Democrats. 
a He chose instead to be guided 
m ort by other factors. 
Some will say his choice of a 
Democrat was a political a d de­ 
signed to woo independents and 
Democrats in the current election 
campaign. 
Brennan himself, who 
knows how and why he was ap­ 
proached for the assignment, says 
he doesn’t think politics entered 
into it. Perhaps if the President 
had chosen a Republican he would 
have been accused of being par­ 
tisan, of ignoring qualified Demo­ 
crats. 
In any event, from the public’s 
standpoint the appointment seems 
a sound one, made in full aware­ 
ness of the need to shape the Su­ 
preme Court into a tribunal su­ 
preme in judicial talent and social 
wisdom.

buys his papers at wholesale rate 
and sells them at retail. The dif­ 
ference between what he pays for 
his papers and what he collects 
is his profit. 
He should not expect full pay if 
he does not give full service. 
By the same token if he deliv­ 
ers your papers regularly, he is 
entitled to receive his pay regu­ 
larly, so he may pay for his papers 
and have his legitimate profit.

Disclose 6,864 
M ile Hour Speed by 
Research M issiles 


LANGLEY FIELD, Va. to -A n 
apparent Vorld speed record of at 
least 6,864 miles an hour has been 
reached 
by rocket-powered 
re­ 
search missiles launched over tile 
Atlantic from the Virginia coast. 
The National Advisory Commit 
tee for Aeronautics, the govern 
ment’s top aviation research agen 
cy, disclosed the flights during an 
inspection by government and in 
dustry officials of its 100-million 
dollar laboratories here today. 
The four-stage rockets, used to 
probe the mysteries of high alii 
tude and heat friction for design 
of future piloted planes and guided 
missiles, reached speeds at least 
10.4 times the speed of sound. The 
35-foot 8-inch vehicles soared to 
altitudes of 200 miles, within SO 
miles of the all-time altitude rec 
ord for rockets. 
NACA officials hinted that some 
rockets may have gone even faster 
than the speeds publicly disclosed 
They said they knew of no higher 
speeds attained by other rockets 
in this or any other country. 
At the same time, scientists said 
manned aircraft able to fly more 
than 3,300 miles an hour, or above 
five times the speed of sound, 
“appear within the realm of rela­ 
tively early attainment” although 
not “tomorrow.”

CHICAGO (W—The National Safe­ 
ty Council today announced a spe­ 
cial “back the attack” campaign 
as a roadblock to halt a headlong 
increase in traffic deaths. 
The program will be launched 
Dec. I in a last-ditch effort to keep 
1956 from setting a new all-time 
high in traffic deaths. But it will 
continua through 1957 in an effort 
to reverse a trend in traffic deaths 
which has climbed steadily upward 
for the past 18 months. 
President Eisenhower in Wash­ 
ington urged the nation to back 
the campaign. 
The national governor’s confer­ 
ence has endorsed the program, 
and 46 states and the District of 
Columbia have pledged full sup­ 
port. 
'This is no flash-in-the-pan cam­ 
paign, all smoke and no fire,” 
Council Preaident Ned H. Dear­ 
born said. 
“ I believe every re­ 
sponsible American will agree that 
the traffic toll has become so 
shocking that it can no longer be 
endured by a civilized nation.” 
Emphasis during the campaign 
will 
be given 
to speeding and 
drunken drivers ss well as to tilt 
dangers of darkness and the in­ 
creased hazard to pedestrians.

Timber Leaflet Stresses Need 
For Planting of Private Acres 


Illinois, with less than 1% of the 
nation's commercial forest areas, 
has over 5r; of the tree planting 
job. 
This 
is one 
of many facts 
pointed out today by L. P. Neff of 
Harrisburg. 111.. Shawnee Nation­ 
al Forest Supervisor, in releasing 
a new leaflet on the forest situa­ 
tion in Illinois. 
’’The planting job 
is pretty well along on the Nation­ 
al Forest.” Mr. Neff said, “ but 
there 
are still 
an estimated 2’« 
million acres of private land in 
the state that should be planted to 
trees.” 
The new leaflet, entitled Forest 
Information 
About Illinois, 
was 
published this month by the North 
Central Region of the Forest Serv­ 


ice, U. S, Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
It 
was compiled 
from 
the preliminary report of the Tim­ 
ber Resource Review, a 3 year 
nationwide 
study made 
by the 
Forest 
Sen ice 
in collaboration 
with State Foresters, forest indus- 


I tries and other public and private 
oorganizations. 


Real Challenges 


There are some bright spots in 


j the Illinois 
forestry picture 
ac­ 
cording to Mr. Neff, but he said 
I “ there are also some real 
chal­ 
lenges to foresters and forest land 
owners. 
Tree growth 
in Illinois 
exceeds the amount cut each year, 
| but over 10% of the grow th is lost 
! through fire, insects, disease and 


other destructive agents. Over 75,- 
000 
acres have 
been planted to 
trees 
but there 
is still 30 times 
that 
area 
in need 
of planting. 
While Illinois can probably never 
produce 
enough pine 
and soft­ 
woods to meet its industry needs 
for these species it should be pos­ 
sible to supply more than enough 
hardwoods to meet the demand by 
industry. 
About 3-4 of the hard- 
woods used in Illinois are now im ­ 
ported.” 
| 
The Forest Service estim ated in 
the Timber Resource Review re­ 
port 
that by 1975, 
only 19 years 
from now. the nation’s tim ber re- 
! quirem ents will increase 30 to 40 
percent. 
They will double by the 
year 2000 according to this report. 
: To meet this expected need will 
| necessitate raising the annual tim ­ 
ber growth from today’s 47 bil­ 
lion board feet to between 60 and 
j IOO billion board feet, or possibly 
more. 
The report points out that 
there is enough forest land to do 
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this, but it will take a level of for­ 
est 
practice 
much higher 
than 
most lands are now getting. 


Small Owners Control Most 


Forestry on public lands and on 
forest industry lands is reasonably 
good, 
but these 
represent 
only 
about 40% of the forest land in the 
nation, only 10% in Illinois. 
On 
the small private ownership the 
situation is less favorable. In the 
Central States, including Illinois, 
only 
45% 
of recently 
cut over 
areas on these ownerships are be­ 
ing left in condition for satisfac­ 
tory future tim ber production. 
Only 
226,000 acres 
of Illinois’ 
forest lands are in public owner­ 
ship (about 200,000 acres of this 
in the Shawnee National Forest) 
and only 10,000 acres are owned by 
wood using industries. 
The other 
3,702,000 acres (over 90% are con­ 


troled by small 
private 
owners, 
Mr. Neff praised the good job 
being done in providing forestry 
advice and service 
to owners of 
small 
forest 
properties 
by the 
farm foresters of the State Divi 
sion of Forestry, the extension for­ 
esters of the University of Illinois 
Extension Service and others. He 
indicated, however, 
that the job 
of reaching 130,000 different own­ 
ers 
would 
take 
a great 
many 
years with the small number of 
foresters now employed in these 
program s. 
“Anyone interested in obtaining 
the new leaflet may do so,” Mr. 
Neff said.
